Today's column is of the 


scatter-gun type. It concerns 
both bidding and play. South 
felt that his hand was too 
strong for a stop below game 
after his partner's opening 
club and two no-trump rebid. 


He couldn't bid a mere 


three hearts. That rebid of 
his own suit would not be a 
force. A three no-trump or a 
four heart call would commit 
the hand and South had no 
sure way to know which of 
those two contracts would be 
better. 


His three club bid was what 


is usually called an inferen- 
tial force. In general, when 
your partner bids two no- 
trump any bid by you in a 
suit you have not mentioned 
previously is a one-r o u n d 
force. 


North's first thought was 


to go to three no-trump, but 
he had nothing in diamonds 
and did have two top honors 
in hearts, so he returned to 
three h e a r t s . This solved 
South's problem about which 
game to bid. 


East won the spade lead 


with the ace. He noted that 
his partner's spade lead was 
surely a singleton.

Q—1 tried a pair of con- 


tact lenses but after wearing 
them one day I had such pain 
I couldn't stand it. The op- 
tometrist then made me a 
smaller pair. Could they hurt 
my eyes while I'm trying to 
get used to them? What are 
the advantages of t i n t e d 
lenses? 


A—Ft takes two or three 


days to get accustomed to 
wearing contact lenses. If you 
plan to wear them, you should 
keep them in for eight to 10 
hours the first day and 13 
hours the second and third 
days. Don't try to work up to 
this level gradually. 


Some p e r s o n s , especially 


those with chronic conjunc- 
tivitis, cannot wear contact 
lenses. Persons who are past 
50 are likely to have a hard 
time adjusting to them. They 
should not, however, damage 
the eyes unless (1) they are 
improperly fitted, (2) unhygi- 
enic methods are used to in- 
sert or remove them (never 
moisten the lenses with sa- 
liva as many people do), (3) 
they are worn too long at a 
stretch; it is especially impor- 


tant not to wear them during 
sleep, or 
<4) they are worn 


when there is an infection in 
the eye or in a dusty environ- 
ment. 


One disadvantage is t h a t 


wearing contact lenses lessens 
the sensitivity of the cornea, 
so that an early infection that 
would ordinarily be painful 
is not felt until it has pro- 
gressed to a dangerous stage.

lenses are available in green, 
brown, blue and gray. Only 
those that transmit at least 
92 per cent of the light that 
strikes them should be worn.

ducts sold amounted to more than 
ten million dollars. The figures 
released show $10,793,559. This 
Is the only county In the old 
3rd congressional district to go 
over ten million dollars.

Is Orbiting 
CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— A shiny new communications 
satellite whirls about the earth 
today and the Comsat 
Corp, 


hopes late this week to Install It 
permanently over the Pacific 
Ocean as the first commercial 
space communications link be- 
tween North America and the 
Far East. 


Nicknamed "Lani Bird" by 


some newsmen, the satellite 
zipped 
into orbit Wednesday 


night from Cape Kennedy, rid- 
ing aboard a three-stage delta 
rocket. 


Lani, the Hawaiian name for 


"bird of heaven," is an im- 
proved version of Comsat's first 
satellite, Early Bird, which hov- 
ers over the Atlantic, relaying 
communications between North 
America and Europe. 


Wednesday night's launching 


was "a textbook exercise," said 
Dr. Joseph Charyk, president of 
the 
Communications Satellite 


Corp. Comsat paid the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration $3.57 million to hoist the 
satellite. 


Preliminary 
tracking data 


indicated the payload, made by 
Hughes Aircraft Corp., was in 
an initial path ranging from 
about. 200 to 23,000 miles above 
the earth. 


Charyk said refined tracking 


information today would deter- 
mine whether Lani Bird's final 
nesting place would be over the 
Pacific or the Atlantic.
